Wohereinthar our joynt indeavours may tend to the glory 
of our ge2d God, and our mutuall comforts both here and

Many Obſervations may be made from this firſt Generall, 
profitable for inſtructions for dire&ion comfortable,which 
I will runne over with what brevity 1 can : As firſt , from 
the ſcope and maine intention of the words, I obſerve with 
Ferw, Probatio dileFlionts oft exhibitio operis, The belt 
teſtimony of mans love to Almighty God is colleted 
from the ſincerity of mans obedience to Gods revealed 
Will. | 

God is faithfull, ( ſaith Afoſes ) keeping covenant and 
mercy with them that /ove hins, and kgepe bis (ommande- 
ments, Deut.7.9. asintimating that no profeſſion of love 
to Almighty God 1s acceptable 1n his oahe, where there 
wanteth a pious reſpetto hisholy Commandements. For 
what is it (faith he) 6 Iſrael that God requireth of thee, but 
to love the Lord thy God, and to ſerve F408 with all thine 
heart , and with all thy ſoule, and that thow kgepe the 
Commandements of the Lord, and his Ordinances which I 
command thee this day ? Deut.10.12, 13, Asithe ſhould 
ſay, God requireth nothing of thee but Love, and Obedi- 
ence, Thereforein the 11. Chap. of the ſame Booke, wer, 
22. hee comprehendeth the whole ſumme of Religion in 
theſe two branches, Love and Obedience ; where having 
ſaid, Keepe diligently all the Commandements which 1 
command you to dee , hee explaineth his meaning in the 
wordsfollowing , thatis, 7o/ove the Lord your God,and 


.ro walke in all his wayes, Deut, 11.22, Whereunto a- 


greeth that ſpeech of the beloved Diſciple to the full, 1 79h 
$. 3. This is the love of God, that we = his Commayu-«- 
dements : Plainely ſhewing the truth of this aftertion , ob- 
ſerved from the ſcepe of the words , that the belt Teſt i-- 
mony of mans love to God, 1s the ſincerity of mans obcc1- 
enceto (odsrevealed Word. 

W hichifitbe fo , then wretched 1s that errour of mul- 
titndes of men and women , who contenting themlelves in 
this caſe with 2 verball profeſſion, take liberty to Tame 
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the ſame by a diſorderly converſation : whoſe Religion can 
notbetter be expreſt, than by comparing it tothat language 
which the Jewith children ſpoke inthe dayes of Nehema, 
Nehem. 13, vcr.24. For as they ſpoke their Hebrew in a 
broken manner , halfe the ſpeech of eſbaoad, and halfe of 
eAmmon , and halfe of Moab , and could not ſpgake in 
the Iewes Language , - but according. to the language of 
each people : So too many amonglt us , when they are put 
ro it, to ipeake out their Religion in their practice, utter it in 
ſach a broken manrer , ſo mingled with thepraAice of a 
prophane life , that they appeareto be meerely Hybride,of 
amixtrace, as were Iewiſh children ; halte Chriftian, 
halfe worldling ; whoſe profeſſion and praQtice being. layd: 
together, miſerably ſhame each other. 

Should a mandemand this queſtion of the veryeft Epicure 
and difſfolute liver, of the griping oppreflour , orprophane 
Sabbarh-breaker, of the blaſphemous ſyearer, or time-ſer- 
ving Artheilt,it he loye God, or-not ?'he will anſwer , tha 
it were pitty of his lifeelſe : I would then gladly know, 
what evidence ſach a perſon can have 1n his heart , what te- 
ſ{timony he can give unto the world, that there is any love 
of Godin him atall, while ſo contemptuouſly = wil- 
fully he continueth to breake Gods ( ommandements, Aſo 
{uredly men doe not gather _ off Thornes , -nor ge 
off Thiltles, ſaith our bleſſed Redeemer, auth. 7.6. The 
tree is knowne by his fruite , and by their fruits yee ſhall 
know them tbid. ver, 20, | 

Mens love to God is beſt dilcerned by their lives and if: 
they love God truely,they wil keepe his Commandements 
con{cionably. It isa good note of Adnſculzs in his - (om 
ment upon my lext : Obſervatio prereptorum Dei,ommi- 
bs Chi ifts fidelsbus eo loco habenda eftut [i illa defit , in 
:pſam Chri$ti dilettionem peccaſſe comvincamur, The con- 
{cionable obſervance of Gods Command:ments , is fo 
material] and abſolute a marke of a true Chriftian, as that, 
where this. 1s wanting, the lives of men. conyince mn to.

2.4.He that ſayerth,I know him,and keepeth 
not his Commandements, the ſame is a liar, and thetruth is 
not in him. Teltzfie therefore,my beloved,l humbly beſeech 
you,your love to our blefled Lordand Redeemer; _by yeel- 
ding a caretull and quicke obedience to his holy Comman- 
demen : torhe loyeth me not, that keepes not my word, 
ſaith our Saviour in this chap,ver,24. But if any man love 
me he will keepe my word, 7644. v.23. and hee that hath 
my Commandements and  keepeth themyis he that loveth 
mee.ibtd,v.y1. 

2. Which thing we might the rather be induced to do,if 
we would but duly conſider the force of Chrilts argument, 
as tis couched in that forme of eloquution- which he is 
pleaſed here,to uſe : fi me diligatis, for he ſaith nor,/i in me 
credatis ;it ye beleevein me thatIam the Son of God,and 
Redeemer of che W orld, then keep my Commandaments: 
He faithnor, quoniam mil ſerviatis, becauſe ye here pro- 
felt your ſelves my ſervants and D1ſciples,ſeeing ye cal me 
Lord and Maſter., therefore keepe my commande ments: 
he ſairhnot, q##z;am poteſtatens mam Copnoſcatis., be- 
cauſe ye know | have power to kill, and power to make a- 
lvexthercfore keepe my Commandements ; though any of 
thete had beene an argument firong enough to have 
convincedethem : bur ſi me diligatis,it ye love me,&c. as if 
he had faid: yee have ſeene what love I have expreſled to 
all of you, how treely I havechoſen you, how tenderly re- 
ſpeRed you , and whatcare I have tomnltruct you im the 
knowledge of the things that belong ro your ſalvation ; 
and I ſhall ſhortly give you a fall and unan{werable de- 
monltration of my unparale'd love, in giving my lite tor 
you, if then ye love me, as ye profeſle to doe,by that love 
ye profcfic robeare me, 1 adjure and charge ye , thatye 
keepe my Commandements : An argument (1 confefle) of 
{mall force and validity to a baſe and. &ryile nature but ta 
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a free-borne and ingenuousdiſpoſition;to a ſantified foule, 
it isan argument otthat force, that nonecanbe more per- 


. ſwaſive, none ſofully prevailent, Dileitio fortis ut mors, 


ſaith the Spouſein the Carricles 8, 6, and where that is 


"the obje& of our reſpet, it draweth ns moſt efteRually 


I lead them with the cords of a man, even with the bonds 
of love,ſaith the Lord, concerning Iſrael, Hoſ:1 1.4. as in- 
timating plainly unto us, that as nothing but death can di. 
vert that {oule which truely loveth God from a chearefull 
aud conſcionable obedience to his reyealed will.So, no obli- 
gationin this world tyeth the ſoule of a true Chrittan to ſo 
{tri& an obedience , as the ferious conſiderations of Gods 
undeſerved love : when a man ſhall confider truely (as St. 
Bernard exprefleth 1t)chat Prior Dems dilexit nos,t antns , 
tantum & gratis, tantillos & tales : That God ſhould 
love mankinde , and love him firſt ; fo infinite a Majeltie, 
ſuch abje& creatures,ſfo freely, ſo exceedingly , with ſuch 
large expreſſion thereof,to theſe who are every way ſo un- 
worthy,ſo xindeſerving of the lealt jot , ifconfideredin our 
{:lves. And ſeeing it1strue , that »rlla major ad amorem 
provecatio quam prevenire amando gas ſaith holy St, Amu- 
g#uftine divinely, There is no more kindly atrraCting of 
love.thanin loving to prevent. We muſt needes acknoy- 
ledge this argument of our bleſſed Lord to be moſt forcible, 
if rightly underſtood: f me diligatrs, if ye love me, keepe 
my Commardements: And conclude with Azgs»/tinein his 
owne words in the ſame place , Nimis dwrns eft qui amo- 
rem etiamſi nolebat impenderegnolit rependere,That manis 
compoſed of too hard a mettall, who though he like not to 
love firlt,will not requiteit and love againe , either firſt or 
ſecond. : 

3. And yetit were ſome diminution to the ſtrength of 
this argument; if our Bleſled Lord in this his love to man- 
kinde ſhould any way appeare to reſpect his owne benefit, 
But ſee the freedome of his love , and thence obſerve yer 


a further force in Chriſts argument ; Chriſto non {ibs wiili-

tatem querit\ſed nobis:nos illi non incommodamus pracep- 
ta ejua negligendo, ſed nobis ipfs,faith Muſculus npon this 
place : As our bleſſed Lord m backing thisprecept by an 
argument drawne from his love , doth no way aime at his 
owne benefit,but at ours : So we,by detra&Qing our obedi- 
ence from his commandement , can no way difadyantage 
him but our ſelves onely,and theharme that growes there- 
of reflefts upon us , and the lofle will, undoubtedly, bee ſer 
upon our {core. That which mooved ourbleſſed Lord to take 
our natureupon himzto fulfill the Law for us, and yetto 
{uffer as a tranſgreflor of the Law , was nothing elle ( as 
Biſhop 4»/elm wel obſerved)but amor & fits ſaluris hu- 
mane,Chrilt Icfus , his loving and thirſty defire to reſcue 
falling man-kinde from eternall perdition : W hich occaſio- 
ned that Father thus to exprefſe his admiration : O chari- 
tas divina,quan magnum oft tuum vin:ulum,O molt bleſ- 
fed and loving Lord, how [tri wasthat bond wherewith 
thy divine love did voluntarily oblige thee in the redemp- 
"ton ofperithing man-kind:7s Dex ad terram traxifti,tu 
ad eolumna ligaſti, tu crucs afixiſtiztu in ſep ulchro clan- 
fiRr,tu ad inferos detrufiſti.It was thy love oh bleſſed Lord, 
that drew thee the Son of Go to come down fron heaven 
to earth, that tyed thee to the Pillar,that nayled thee to the 

Crofle, that ſhat thee for a whule into the grave,that expo- 

{ed thee ro ſuffer rhe paines ofhel for us 1n thy drooping 

agony. That the love of Chriſt, whereby he purchaſed us to 
himfelfe might appeare inall reſpes to bee free and ſpon- 

taneous, and become an indifloluble tye and obligation up- 

on us for a conſtant and conſconable retribution of love ro 

him in keeping his Commandements, Give me leayethen 
ſo farre as I can, toſtrike this nayle to the head in the words 
of the ſame Father, O /onge graviores ſaxo & plambo, 

quos ranti amoris vinculum, non trahit ſurſum ad Denm, 

ex quo prin traxit Dei deorſ# ad homines.Thoſe ſoules are 
undoubtedly,more ſencelefle than tones, more ponderous 
than lead, whom the tye of ſo free and unparaleld a love, 
Sage _ pes Et Puno ninkg : Calle - 
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"cannotlift npwards to God , which formerly Crew God 
downwardsto man. Thoſe heartsarc trangely froze in their 
dregsZeph.1.12.upon who this motive doch not work, wh 
the conſideration of Chrilts love, io amply Jemonttrated, 
doth not perſiwade to a tull reſolution ot foule to telutie a 
fall retribution of love to him, by a conſtant obſervance of 
his holy will. 

4. And that ſo much the rather too, becauſe (as a grave 
Expoſitor upon this place well obſerveth ) our Saviour 
iChriſt ſaith not, // r:meatis, if ye feare me,bur fi diligatir, 

fye love me, keepe my Commandements. T alens enim 
Chriſtns exigit obſervantia non que 4 timore ſervils 
_ extorgueatur ſed ab amore filiali ultro naſcatur, ſaith the 
as Reveliton for our blefſed Saviour exafts no ſuch an 
obedience to his Lawes, as hath need to be extorted from a 
{ervile feare ; ſachan obedience as the Spanifh Clergy for- 
ceth fromtheir people by thepower of their inquiſicion, 
but ſuch an obedience as Crak freely and ſpontaneouſly 
from the fountaine ofa filiall and ſonne-like feare. Chrs- 
ſts non probat obedientiam coattamlaith 2ſuſculus upon 
this place very well to our purpoſe : Chriſt neyer approved 
of any conſtrained obedience, which had need to be wreſted 
from the unwilling hand of the pertormer : he hath done e- 
nough to winne the world, andtodraw all mento him by 
loveiif he had not to doe with a ſtiffe-necked people, and a 
ſtony-hearted generation, His werd and Goſpell where it 
is truely and powerfully preachrt in the liberty thereof, hath 


no neede of any Iefuiticall inſinuations, or rales drawne - 


from ſatchievel tor the eſtabliſhing of his kingdome : 
If therefore thatdiſloyall brood of /nigo Loiela that lame 
Spanith Souldier, wluchin thislaſt Century of yeares hath 
1 much troubled all Chriſtendome,and almoſt the whole 
werld about the erecting of a fift Monarchy , covering all 
their lawleſſe delignes under the molt facred name of Teſs, 
ſhall in Gods good timesfinde the all-ruling providence to 
turne their Councels into fooliſhnes,as as he ſometimes did 
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Hehitophelr, becauſe as he would have ſetup a rebellious e4b/olow 
againſt Daxid ; ſo they would plant a politicke Hierarchy , un- 
der the name of Je/#s , but in flat oppoſition ro Chriſt rhe Son of 
David and our bleſſed Lord ;letit appeare no {trangething to thoſe 
that feare God, however it ſeeme 1mprobable to feth and blood : 
Our bleſſed Lord never warranted nor approved of ſuch a courſe to 
fetch 1n all Nations to a formall acoleliion of Chriſtianity onely, 
wichourt the lively practice of it,or to force mento an approbation 
ofthat Religion outwardly, which inwardly they abhorre, if chey 
durſt but to deſpute the ſame, or could be admitted to receive better 
inſtruftion without loſle of hife and goods : Fieri non poteft ut man- 
datis divint rite bleciiderwr, iſs animo ſpontaneo ex ſpirita dile- 
Aionu obtemporetur Mans obedience to Gods command can never be 
ſincere,exceptitproceed freely from the ſpirit of love;and where this 
motive of our bleſſed Saviour will not work, the power and policy 
ofall the world will prove but lolt labour. Our Sayiour,without all 
queltion,knew what would draw his choſen people to the obedi- 
ence of his bleſſed will,and that isa ſad and due conſideration of t 15 
unparaleld love to man-kind; and therefore he {aid not , // rimearss, 
but 5 diligatis, if yeelove me, keepe my commandements , 

5 - But here againe,itis norunworthy your conſideration, that our 
blefled Saviour faith not /erware precepta hominem,it ye love mee, 
keepe the commandements of men 3 but if yee love me, keexe my 
Commandements : For,in vaine doe they worthip God, ſaith our 
Saviour, who teach for Do&rines the traditions of men. It was 
that, for which God complained of the Iewiſh Nation in the dates 
of ?/aiah,1ſaiah 29.13.That their feare towards him was taught by 
the precepts of men.; which praftiſe , what fruit it produced m that 


people,the Lordrtels us plainely.an the former verſes of that Chap- 


ter: Eor viſion becommeth in a ſhort time to ſuch , among whom 
this courſeis taken.as the words of a booke that is ſeal'd up , which 
they deliver to one that can read. ſaying, Read this I pray thee, ver/e 
II. who makes an{wer,l cannot read, becauſe it 1s {eal'd. So 1n a 
whileit commeth topaſſe, that the bookeis dehvered to one that 
cannot read, ſaying,Readethis I pray thee , and he ſhall anſwer 
plainely, I cannot reade.ver.12. Anentermingling 95* vi mane 
precepts with divine truthes,breedes a ſe: of the ſacred Scrip- 
ture, andthen growes up quickly ſuperſtition and will- worfhip, 


which producethin time palpable and grofle ignorance , not inthe 
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people onely,but alſo in the Priefts : So that the complaint may be 
taken up,whichthe ſame Prophet maketh in the ſame chapter, tou 
ching their teachers ; Stay your ſelves and wonder , they are blinie 
and make you blinde z they aredrunke,, but not with wine ; the 
[tagger, butnot with ſtrong drinke, for the Lord hath covered them 
with the ſpirit of ſlumber.ver/.10, And as concerning both Prieſts 
and people rogether, that word may bepronounced which followes, 
chapter 13. They comeneare unto God with their mouthes, buc 
their hearts are faire from him, meere formallity eating out all re- 
allity in the courſe of religion,where humane inventions are taughe 
tor doctrines,and mens feare towards G od 1s taught by the precepts 
of men: Therefore our blefſed Lord faith not, ſerwate precepra K 
minum,batif yee love.me, keepe my Commandements. 

6. And as 47uſculxs obſ-rves further; Servate pracepta mea nou 
diſputate tantums, Make not religionthe ſubjeft of yourdiſcourſe 
and diſpate onely,but of your life and practiſe, not the fewell one- 
ly of faction by way of argument and controverſie,but.the rule and 
ſquare of your religious and Chriſtian performances, It was ſome» 
timesth: complaint of a reverend Divine of Germany , concerning 
the Prelares of his time : Hodie prelati multa diſputant de authorz- 
fate & poteſtate Eccleſie, parum ae ebedientia Deopreftanda 
ſolliciti ; His meaning was,that many of their greateſt Church-men, 
ſpent cheirtime alm ol wholly inacuteand fubtile diſputations tou» 
ching the power and authority ofrhe Church,but ſeldome, or never, 
rooke care to inſtrut their people1n their obedience to Almighty 
God, Brethren, I could wiſh our owne times had not a touch of 
this fault, wherein wee have too many,who too much truſting to 
their owne acut:nefſe,make a practice to broach nice and diſpurable 
queſtzons , thattherein they may imbroile mens faith and religion, 
and in troubled waters fiſh out their owne ends, with their Lap- 
wing cries calling men away from keeping Chriſts Commande- 
ments in their lives and aQtions,to a fruitlefle jangling , that ſerves 
to no other end, but to ſtirre up paſſion without editication, For 
the ſtopping of which unnecefſary and uyprofitable diſputes , our 
blefſed Lord faith not,if yee love me, obey my will : for then faith 
Aſuſcalus, the Diſciplesmight have replyed,que tua voluntas D o- 
mine?Lord what is thy will? but Servate precepte wea, keepe my 
CommanJements,ſhew your ſelves my Diſciples by your obedience 
to the revealed will of my Father : therein taking away all preten- 
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ces of doubting,all occaſions of of diſpute concerning his will and 
 pleaſvre : ſo that whoſoever ſhall raiſe any controverſie touching 
that obedience which our Saviour requireth 1n this divine charge, 
hath his mourh fully ſtopt by that anſwer which our bleſſed Lord 
ſometimes gave to the young man, AMatth, 10.18, Noſts precep- 
ta , Thou Þnoweft the Commandements : And if ye love me, keepe 
my Commandements, Iwillend therefore all that I have to ſay of 
this firlt Generall, with that of the acute French man Ardentins, 
Effefttus vere dileflionis Dei, eſt obſervatio mandatorums : The 
moſt infallible effe& of the love of God in the heart of man, is a con= 
ſcionable obſervance of Gods Commanadements ; proceeding from 
love not forced by any politick compulſion , arifing meerely from a 
ſenſe and acknowledgment ofthe unſpeakable love which God hath 
ſhewed to us firſt , and expreſt ina religious obſervationnot of hu- 
mane traditions , but of Gods revealed Will ; not diſputing thereof 
onely , but expreſſing the power of it in our lives and converſati- 
ons. And thisisthat love which our blefſed Lord requireth, when 
he faith in our Text, /f ye love me, oc. And ſofrom the firſt gene- 
rall the Precept, 1 proceed to the ſecond, thePromiſe , Es ego ro» 
gabo Patrem, 

The ſubltance whereof is the promiſe of our bleſſed Lord to his 
Diſciples, touching themiſlion or {ending of the Holy Ghoft,which 
as upon this day being performed, occafioneth this Feftivall. W her- 
in are ſundry.particulars conſiderable , which I will touch briefly, 
leſt the time out-ſtrip me. And firſt of all thele two words Rogabo, 
and Dabir., that Chriſt »4// pray , and his Father:// give, doe 
apparantly evince to each underſtanding ſoule, that the Apoſtles 
were ſhort in their condition , asno way able to have pleaded the 
promiſe Ire merits, upon the reality of their owne performance z 
for ſo they might have fallenſhort of their expectations. 

It is the free gift of God the Father to.give another Comforter,no 
due debt upon performance of thepropounded condition and there- 
fore faith our bleſſed Lord Dabir , He ſoall giveit ;and Dabit ro- 
gants , He ſhall give it to Chriſts prayer , rather for his rogation 
and interceſſioninthiscaſe, than for any worke or merit in them, 
Our belt love and ſervices are not able to weigh it downe pondere 
meriti, in the weight of deſert : 1t muſt come Rogatsu (brifli, at 
Chriſts inrreaty, orit cannot come atall, Leane not then upon 
merits; Chriſt it is, and his interceſſion that wee mult ſtand unto in 
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this our condition and covenant. And not underſtand this Text 
thus : ( be not miſtaken) as if the ſence were, You ſhall: love me, 
and kheepe my Commandements, and then my Father ſhall be bound 
to give you his holy Spirit :But you ſhall love me , and keepe my 
Commandements , and then | will pray , and the Father ſhall give 
when [ pray : None: otherwiſe; let the Synagogue of Rome gloſſe 
upon it as they can ».the words can beare no other ſence. But here 
154 doubt cait by ſome.: How can a man /ove Chriſt, and keepe his 
Commandements , before he hath received the Holy Ghoſt,withour 
whom firſt had, certainely we candoe neither, 7r 5s God that wor- 
keth:in us both the will and the deed, Plul. 2,13, and that of his 
omge good. pleaſure. 


Lanſwer, this ſcruple is eaſily removed, if you take heed to what: 


you read. Matth, 13. 12. Whoſoever hath, to him ſhall bee given, 
and he ſpall have abonndance, Apromiſe may be made tam ha- 
benti, quam non habenti ; Aſwell to him that hath a thing already, 
a to him that hath it not at all, Toluimthathach it in a lower or 
lefler meaſure, it may be promiſed that he ſhall have it in a more 
ample and fuller degree than yet he hath : orto him that hath it in 
one kinde , a promuſe may be made, that he ſhall have it in ſome o- 
ther, orberter kind. Forthe Spirit 1s given to all ( excepting one- 
ly Chrit) according to meaſure : /t was he onely that was annointed 
with the oyle of gladneſſe above all his fellows, Pal. 45. It & hee 
onely, of whoſe fulneſſe we all receive.Fohn I.16. And where there 
15 meajure, there are degrees; where there bee degrees of more- or 
lefle , the more may be well promiſed to him that hath the leſlte : 
To him whoas yet bathit but in a ſtill warme breath, it may well 
be promiſed in cloven tongues of fire : To him who hath it 2s the 
firftf-ui's.. which 1san handfull, it may -well be promiſed in the 
wh: I: ibeate, wiuclrtillech the bofome. And thus the holy Apo» 
{tles had n from thetimechat Chriſt breathed on them, ſaying, Re- 
ceiv. yee the holy Gbhoft, lohn 20, 22. in ſome meaſure; and lo they 
mi-lt well love him in lome ſort, andin ſome fort might keepe 
his Command: ents, and yet be capable of the promiſe of the 
Comforter ſome moreample mealure for all that : {o that now 
the doubt 1s anſwered , and Chiiit may proceed to his Prayer, and 
we tothe confieration ofthe tarther particulars therein comprized, 
Ego rogabo Patrem, & ille dabit,c>c. | 
In whic words is a-molt materiall obſervation, touching our 
, faj*') 
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faithin the bleſſed Trinity: Here is the Article offered, and ſet dowN 
in the three Perſons, 1. Ego, 2.1le, 3, Alm, 

Ego rogabo, thers is Chrift the Sonne : 7lle dabit, He ſhal give 
there 1s God the Father perſonally named : £go rogabo Patrem, 5+ 
sHe dabit : And alium Paracletum, another Comforter,a third per- 
ſon, the Holy Ghoſt, Here isthcn one Perſon praying , the 0- 
ther prayed. unto, the third prayed for. Filixs orans, Pater do- 
nans , Spirits conſolans : A molt plaine ground tor the point of 
the holy Trinity > anda moſt evident diltin&tion of the Per{ons, 
And heere this prayer of Chriſt ſets us to {eeke his other Nature : 
Here heintreats as inferiour to his Father , which ſheweth him per- 
fetly man: Butin the 26, ver/. of the next Chapter , as equall to 
his Father in the nature of God , hee joyneth in this giving with 
like Authority : Rogabo as Man, Dabo as Cod : when that Com. 
forter ſhall come, .whom I will ſend unto you trom the Fath:r : 
And thus finding the Father giving here, and the Sonne ſending 
there , we have an infallible proote ot the proceeding of the Holy 
Ghoſt from the Father , and from the Sonne. 

And laltly, the Deity oft the Holy Ghoſt , and hisequality tothe 
Father, and to the Sonne;, are herein plainely demonſtrated. For our 
Saviour Chriſt in ſending and procuring a Comforterin his ablence, 
muſt needs ſend and procure them one equall to himſelte ; one every 
way as good , orelie they had changed for the worſe, and fo might 
well have prayed him to let his prayer alone ; they were better as 
they were : and it he did nor ſend them an equall Comforter, they 
were like tobe ata lofle: Bur our Saviour meant not fo ; theretore 
he faith Another Comforter , which ſhall abide with you for ever *; 
an everlaſting ( omforter from the everlaſting F a the Prince 
of peace. Iſaiah 9:6, Theſe things thus cleared, I proceed to ſome 
doctrinall obſervations. 

1. Thar the Holy Ghoſt is not given but from the Father, whoſe 
abſolute gift he 1s; for Ile dabir faith my Text, according to that 
Lake 11.13. 1tironr heavenly Father that giveth the holy Ghoſt 
to them that aske it of him. And thereforeis he called, The promiſe 
of the F.ther. Luke 24. 49, Andthat Spirit of Truth which pro- 
ceederh fromthe Father John 15.26. Ardinthis (hapter, ver.26 
our Saviour {tiles him T he Comforter , which is the Holy Ghoſt, 
whom the Fatl:er, faith he) will fend in my Name. 

2+ With a graye Expoſitor I here obſerve, Non dari Spiritum 
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ſanltum, niſſintervents mE Mediatoris : That the Father fi 
veth not the holy Spirit unto any , but through the interceſſion of 
our bleſſed Lord, the Sonxe of the Father, For Ego rogabo Patrem, 
faith my Text, & i/le dabit. Therefore doth he [tile himſelfe the 
Doore, beſide whom there is no right entrance to the participation 
of this divine donation,Toh. 10.9.and 2ſat.1 1.29. the eafer of thoſe 
that are weary and heavy laden, who never findetruereſt but in this 
comforter promiſed in the words of this Text : therefore doth he 
ſtile himſelfe,the way,the truth,and the life, in this chaprer verſe the 
ſixth, to ſhew us that there isno way to true life eternall,but by this 
Ipirit of truth , which proceedeth trom the Father and the Sonne, 
no way to attzine this ſpirit , but by the Sonnes interceſsion to the 
Father. 
3.Itis worth your noting to whom this comforteris promiſed ; it 
1s onely thoſe who love Ieſus Chriſt,and keep his Commandements, 
for ſo much the connexion of the two generalsin my Text doth e- 
vidently demonſtrate : If ye love me,&c,} will pray.Theretfore ſaith 
our Saviour inthe verſes after my Text:Ifany man love me, he will 
keepe my word,and my Father will love him,and we will come in 
unto him,and dwell with him. How? my Father will love him, and 
we will come,&c. O quanta dignitas , quanius honor Dewun dili- 
gentibus &- mandata ejus obſervautsbus, ſawh an ancient Father of 
the Church: W hat a dignity, what an honour doth accuree to thoſe 
who love God traely and kecpe his Commandemeats ? What 
ſweerneſle of comfort can be comparable to this , by retaining the 
true love of God,as a reſident gueſt in the heart , to have the blefſed 
Comforterin my Text, to havethe bleſſed Trinity it ſelfe dwelling 
within us?faich Arden acutely. This is to have God the Father, 
by the grace of our Lord Ieſas Chriſt,and the ſacred influence of his 
ſanQifing Spirit ruling,and reigning,and reſiding in our hearts, This 
1s truely to make our {oules and bodies Templesof the holy Ghoſt, 
as St.P awnl ſpeake,r.Cor.6.19, This is to acquire an infallible teſti- 
mony toour owne ſoules, that wearein Chriſt , and Chriſt in us; 
that the benefit of our Saviours prayer is extended to us,as touching 
the comforter promiſed in my Text : For,he that keepeth his Com- 
mandements(iaith St. /oh«)dwelleth in him , and hein him , and 
and hereby ſhall we know that he abideth in us , even by that ſpirit 
of love and obedience ; eyen by that ſpirit which he hath giyen us, 
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4. We may not omit to take notice,that this bleſſed Spir'tiscal- - 
led TIzegarOr,a comforter;to intimateChriſts intention in{eding 
him. in the world yee ſhall haveafflition, butbe of good cheare, 
I have overcome the World, Ioh.16.33. andin the meane while I 
will pray unto the Father, and he ſhall grve you another comforter, 
Indeede the wordrtagaxair Gin the originall, as thelearned inthe 
Greeke Language well under{tand,dothin the genuine etymology 
thereot ſignifie,an advocate, qi accuſatis & in neceſſitate conſtitus« 
r45 adfit, & opems ferat pros loquends, faith the Etymologilt : one 
that may aflilt,and plead for ſuch as are accuſed, before a Iudge, and 
ſtand in danger ofa cenſure. Therefore doth our Saviour exhort his 
Diſciples,when after his death they ſhould be called before Kings 
and Princes for hisname fake, to flye tothe advice and affiltance of 
this holy Advocate,for itis not ye that ſpeake,but the Spirit of God 
which ſpeaketh in youzſaith our Saviour, Zat.1o.18,19,20. Thar 
we might learn thence,when in our ſupplications to almighty God, 
we ſhall inde our hearts to be ſtraighted, and ourtongs defeQtive 
in'expreſſis of our delires,to fly for aſſiſtance to this heavenly adyo= 
cate,and to invocate lum, for heit is alone that helpeth our infirmi- 
ties, he maketh requeits for the Saints according to the will of 
God, ſaith St. Part, Rom. $,26,27, Andin this caſe,doubtleſle, ſhall 
the faithful ſoule,finde the benefit of this promiſe of our bleſſed 
Lord in my Text, Ego rogabo patrem , when the blultring ſtormes 
of adverlity,or aftront of tempration (hall winnow us as wheate, as 
our blefſed Lord told Sr, Peter, Like 22.31.Letus adherein faith and 
obedience to this heavenly advocate; as remembring that he which 
prayed for St. Peter, hathprayedalſo for us,and this his holy advo- 
cate ſhall ſpeak in us,and with us,and for us, © fides nor deficier ,& 
our faith ſhal not faile :when that accuſer of the brethren , which 1s 
caſt down into the earth,ſhal ſerve thee with a /#bp&»4 inthe court 
of thy owne conicience,and ſhall ſer all thy fins in order before thee 
thereby raiſing within thee thoſe rempeſtates mentir,as Nazianten 
ſtiles them,thoſe tempeſts in thy ſoule,which ſhall ſhake the very 
foundation of thy faith & relicjon:calt out this ſhoot anchor,& thou 
mailt ride out this ſtorm, have recourſe to this heavenly advocate the 
comforter in my Text, and thou ſhalt overcome all oppolitions by 
the blood of the Lamb, Rev.12,10,1r.He that ſaid rogabo patrem, 
I will pray unto the Father ; even he ſhall ſend thee helpe by this 
holy comforter, whoſe preſence ſhall appeaſe all ſtormes ; as ir 
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was ſayd of our bleſſed Saviour, Mark, 4. 39, He ſhall rebuke the 
winde,and ſay unto the wavespeace and be itill,and the ſtorme ſhal 
ceaſe,anda greatcalme ſhallfollow , Er #lle dabit aliem paracle- 
tum, and he ſhall give thee another comforter , that he might a- 
bide with thee for ever. But may ſome man ay , quare alinu pa- 
racletum,why another comforter 3 for js not thisthe ſame Spirit of 
God whereby the Patriarchs were taught to beleeve, the Prophets 
wenkind , andthe Apoſtles guided in their Miniſtry while our 
Saviour lived amongtt them ? I antwer, hce 1sdoubtlefle the very 
ſame + for He is the Lord that changeth not. Mal. 3.6, 

Butthis diſtinRion is added, (_ asthe Fathers have well obſerved) 
as to diſtinguiſh the Perſons in Trinity , fo to proove the Deity of 
the Holy Ghoſt ;Heis Alins Paracletus , another Comforter, be= 
cauſe he is not the Father , nor the Sonne , butthe Holy Ghoſt, the 
third perſon in Trinity, Aud yetitisalſo added,to proove the Vni- 
ty of the Deity , God, equall with the Father, and with the Son 3 
therefore it is {aid in the latt words of my Text, Aanebit in ater- 
num He ſhall abide for ever, Butitisalſo ſaid, Yobiſcum mane- 
bit, He ſhall abide with you for ever , nt intelligant Diſcipuls, 
(faith 1ſuſculus upon this place) eſſe ewnms Conſolatorems non tem- 
porarinm, ſed ateryxm. Thathis Diſciples might conceive of him 
as a Comforter not to abide with them for a while., but with the 
Church of Chriſt for ever. Ecce, ego ſum vobiſcum omnibus die= 
bus uſq, ad conſummationem ſeculi, as Saint ferome rendersit ; Be- 
hold, I am with you unto the end of the world. Matth.28, laſt verſ. 
W hatalwayes art thou with us , even unto theend of the world 
blefſed Saviour ? Oh ſuffer us to ſpeake unto thee, who are but duſt 
and aſhes, Thy Apoſtle St. Peter hath taught us, that the Heavens 
mult containe thee untill that all chings be reſtored. eL&s 3. 21. It 
1s true,Ohbleſſed leſus, asthy holy Apoſtle hath taught us, and 
Lord teach us ever to beleeve , and retaine this truth , that the Hea- 
yens {hall containe thy body till the xeſtauration ofall chings , that 
ſo we may be preſerved from that Antichriſtian errour of adoring 
thy bodily preſence in a Water-cake. But chouart1till with us,we 
acknowledge it , and makelt good thy promiſe untill chis day. For 
except thou ( oh Lord) had(t beene preferit with me, tomnſpire my 
week? meditations 1n the preparation of my ſelte for the weighty 
imployment of thisday and houre, through the gracious Influence of 
that bleſſed Comforter in our Text; neither had my heart beene able 
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6conceive » normy tonguetto utter any thing for the glory.of chy- 
great Name, theedification of thy people, ox the diſcharge a 
duty. And badlt nor thou by rhine eſpecial proyjdengs and mergy 
aſlembledtheſe thy peoplein thy Name , by the powerfull periwas 
ſion of the ſame molt bleſſed Comfoxter : Neither had they beene 


hearers of thy W ard at this time. | 

We humbly praiſe thy holy Name for all thy mercies, and par- 
ticularly tor that of thisday and houre , beleeching thee to adde the 
operation of thy bleſſed Spirit ro theſe outward meanes 1n fuch tree 
fayonr affoorded us, and to perlwade all our hearts , that as we 
profeſle to love thee as thy Difaples, ſo we may ever be caretall ro 
expreſle oxtr love unto thee 1n a conſcronable obſervance of thy holy 
Commandments, that ſo we may be partakersof tle comforts of 
thy gracious promiſe, thy bleſſed Spuit of grace, which may abide 
wrh us foreyer, e Amen. Even ſo come Lord Jeſus. And fo 1 have 
done with the Text, one word onely forthe occaſion of our mee- 
ting, and foancnd, | 

The memoriall of the juſt ſhall be bleſſed, ſaith the wile man, as Prov.r0.7 
whoſe good deeds deſerve to be had 1n everlaſting remE:rance, I can 
not therfore 1n this grave and honored aflembly, withouta linfull 
over-ght end neglect of my duty, omit the memorall of that Ho=. 
nourable and worthy Citizen Sir Thomas Rowe, whoſe piecy and 
religious care occaſioned this Sermon , and this meeting this day. 
For n the Chronicles of this City I read Jately , that m the yeare 
I569. Sir Th:m gs Rowe, Cittizen and Merchant-taylor, and at 
that time Lo1d Major of this honourable City ina piouscare to ac- 
commodate a great number of Vanihes, then in his government 
touching the decent and orderly buriall of their dead, did of his 
owne free charge and bounteous liberality, ircloſe a parcell of 
ground ncare the Hoſpitall of Berh/ems, and cauled the fame to be 
conſecrated for a place of Buria'l. tor ſuch Pariſl:esasin that cafe 
wereflraitned. A motion, ( coubtlefle) proceeding froin the ſacred 
direction of this heavenly Comtorter, 

For ſceing the men of [abeſo Gilead have that pious aft of theirs 
regiltred by the Pen of the Holy Ghoſtyin that they took with much 
danger the body of Sa#l,and the bodies of his Sons from the wall or 
fireete of Beth/ban , and were careful to bury them 11 the land of 
Ifrael. x. Sam. laſt Chap. 3. laſt verſes, I ſee no reaſon bur why 
this pious Act of this honourable Com ſhould be yeerely remem= 
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bred «upon his dy andoccfion by ſuch as hall beballedo the 
duty ofthis Day, tothe glory of God , whoſe holy Spint moved 
him to this worke of mercy , torthe honour of this City, and of 
this grave Senate , that among innumerable others hath beene ho- 
noured with this religious example : and forthe incouragement of 
others to follow his Npein good workes of this nature : which that 
it maybeſo, itis, and ſhallbe my dayly prayer, asyour unwor- 
thy Chaplaine , that God will continne his mercies to this hono- 
rable City, in a happy ſucceſſion of good, diſcreete, and religious 
Governours, under whoſe pious and godly care wee may enjoy in 
ſacceeding timesthe comfort of a quiet and happy peace, and live 
thereby before him in all godlinefſe and honelty : and that it ma 
pleaſe our heavenly Fatherto bleſſe che preſenc Magiſtrates, and if 
that ſhall ſacceed themz gwing them grace to execute | uſtice, and 
to maintaine truth : and heerein Fee beſcech thee to heare us good 
Lord. And to this end let us pray as the Church hath piouſly 1n- 

ſtru&ed us, in the Colle for this day. 

Almighty God, which as upon thus day: haſt taught the hearts 0 
thy faithful people, by ſending unto them the light of thy holy $pi 
rit , grant us by the ſame Spirit to have a right judgement in al 

things, and evermore to reioyce in his holy comfort, through 

the merits of |elus Chrilt our Saviour , who liverh 
and reigneth with thee in the Unity.
